Farben Heads 
Get Acquittal 


NUERNBERG, (#)—A U. 
military tribunal today acquitted 








all 24 directors of the giant I. G. 
Farben chemical combine of plot- 


\ting an@ waging aggressive war, 


but convicted nine of them looting 
in countries overrun by Hitler's 
Nazis. 

Farben was the symbol of Nazi 
Germany’s industrial might. Its 
plant at Ludwigshafen was a death | 
; trap for 300 or more Germans in 
yesterday’s mammoth explosion. 

The court found that the blame 
for plotting and waging war lay, 
clearly, 
the militarists of 
Reich. 

The opinions, delivered after an 
11-month trial, said evidence deal- 
ing with aggressive war. 

A third count, spoilation and 
plunder of occupied countries, 
was amply proved, the judgement 
said, against nine directors. 

The court will deal tomorrow 
with the remaining two counts— 
ee crimes against humani-

Approving a $495,000 boost, the county board of super- 
visors yesterday established a county budget of $31,386,460 


for the year 1948-49. 


bureau were heard. 

To meet this budget approxim- 
ately four and a half million dol- 
lars will be raised from county 
property taxes. The rest will 
come from various other sources, 
including state and federal funds. 

Some 13 million included in the 
budget is actually school — 
which are deposited with the 
county.

One thing 
it won’t do, he said, is approve 
price control, rationing or ot%er 
steps he called “police state” mea- 
sures. 

“An administration which has 
been in power for 16 years cannot 
escape the results of its own ac- 
tions,” Taft declared. “It has the 
power to check inflation—we may 
grant additional powers—but the 
only real recourse of the people 
against inflation is at the elec- 
tion.” 

Wherry said Truman “is floun 
dering in the quicksands of a ruin- 
ed political fortune.”

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Inflation, lack of housing and an international crisis— 
these seem to be the major problems facing the American 
people as they near the third anniversary of the end of the 
war. They are trying obstacles to our search for world peace 
and for-economic stability. 

Throughout history inflation has been one of the many 
aftermaths of war. There has also been moral and social 
dislocation but this is perhaps the first time that the world 
pictute has looked as dark as it does today. Russia, a for- 
mer ally, now looms as a possible enemy and for a time the 
talk of World War III was as common as conversation about 
the weather. 

Although no solution has been found as yet to the 
blockade of Berlin, the tenseness has eased somewhat as 
unconfirmed reports of an eafly meeting of the Big Four 
continue to be circulated. There seems to be some hope now 
that the problem may be solved in a practical manner even 
though no one seems to be sure whether it will be satisfac-: 
tory td all parties concerned. But that a compromise will be 
éffeeted seems reasonably certain since there are very few 
people in the world who would like to plunge themselves 
into another conflict if it can be avoided without the loss of 
any of their inherent rights. 

Yet while we face this dangerously uncertain future, we 
have the unhappy picture of a politically-charged Congress 
and: an equally politically-minded President grimly facing 
each other in Washington as if their personal feud super- 
seded all other considerations, including the welfare of the 
American people. Mr. Truman has presented a program to 
the legislators which he contends will relieve inflation and 
solve the housing problem. Significantly, he made no men- 
tion’ of the crisis abroad except to mention that the Com- 
munists are waiting for the economic collapse of the United 
States. 

Where does the blame lie? It all seems to depend on 
what party you happen to belong to. If you're a Democrat, 
then it's Congress that gets the rap, and if you happen to 
vote Republican, it's the administration that’s in for the 
scourge. In the medntime our wave of price and wage 


boosts goes merrily on and the Berlin crisis apparently is still 


with us. 


. The President asks for price control and stand-by ra- 
tioning as the answer to inflation. Yet in the same breath he 
would increase wages which always bring in their wake 
higher and higher prices. There we can see no consistency. 
On the other hand Congress admiis the danger of inflation 
and the lack of housing and yet presents no tangible solu- 
tion. Where does the blame lie then? 

“This is a difficult question to answer readily. For Con- 
gress and the President do represent the American people 
themselve.: and what they do ostensibly represents their 
wishes. Of course, Henry Wallace and his Progressive party 
think otherwise and from what we can gather, he is gaining 
more converts daily as the cost of living continues to spiral 
fo record heights. 


To say that all these—inflation, lack of housing and the | 


international crisis—are all the aftermaths of a long and 
hard war may conceivably be an overimplication. But it is 
well to keep in mind that a global conflict does disrupt the 
economy and stability of every nation in the world. For more 
than four years—yes, even before we became actually in- 
volved in the conflict—our total effort was concentrated to- 
wards war. It is not an easy adjustment to make and we 
seem to be learning that painful lesson now. But there have 
been trying times in this nation’s history before and we have 
survived to become the most powerful country in the world. 
The determination of the American people and good, effi- 
cient administration in Washington can again bring us out 
of the economic wilderness that we seem to find ourselves 
in now. But it’s going to take time and the road ahead is not 
going to be easy.

percent better than the proceed- 
ing one despite the widely publi- 
cise@ winter drought. 

The U. S. Weather bureau re- 
ports average precipitation for the 
state was 20.33 inches. That is 
85 percent of normal. In the 1946- 
47 season rainfall was only 75 
per cent of normal. 

Of the seven principal drain- 
age areas only the north coast 
and Sacramento drainage basins 
received more than normal rain- 
fall in the season just closed. 
Percentages of normal ranged 
from 53 in the south coast basin 
to 105 in the Sacramento basin. 

Seasonal totals ranged from 
0.58 of an inch at Imperial, in the 
Imperial valley, to 87.40 inches at 
Elk Valley, at the California-Ore- 
gon line.
